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The commxmication filed September, 2005 is not responsive to the restriction requirement 
dated August 23, 2005 because Applicants have not identified the single disclosed filter location 
species and the single disclosed polymer medium form species elected for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
The statement that "Applicants elect to prosecute the filter location species including at least 
claims 1-3, 7-14, and 20-21 [emphasis added]" (page 1, third paragraph of the above noted 
communication) does not identify the elected filter location species, particularly since 
"connectable to a fiiel supply" (claim 2) and "positioned in a fiiel supply" (claim 3) appear to be 
different locations. Also, it is not clear what is intended by the term "including at least." 
Similarly, the statement that "Applicants elect to prosecute ... the polymer medium form species 
including at least claims 1-8, 14 and 20-21 [emphasis added]" (page 1, third paragraph of the 
above noted communication) does not specify the the polymer medium form species which has 
been elected. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, 
Applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is 
longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment.
